City picks developer to rehab Island 



Coney Island's historic Parachute Jump 
hasn't been operational since the 1960s.

Lately it’s as if Brooklyn 
was the “straight guy” to 
the city and state’s “queer 

r e.” 

Skyscrapers are planned 
for downtown. A basketball 
arena may soon host the Nets 
in Prospect Heights. And the 
city this week took a major 
step in restoring Coney Is- 
land to its former seaside 
glory. 

Davis Brody & Bond, a 
Manhattan-based architectur- 
al firm responsible for 
sweeping expansion plans in 
Bedford-Stuyvesant and at 
Polytechnic University, was 
tapped Tuesday to submit a 
large-scale plan to redevelop 
the home of the world fa- 
mous Cyclone roller-coaster, 
the Brooklyn Cyclones mi- 
nor league baseball team, and 
the recently renovated Para- 
chute Jump. 

The design team also in- 
cludes the accounting firm of 
Ernst & Young. 

The recommendation by 
the Coney Island Develop- 
ment Corporation capped a 
breezy selection process in 
which 21 prospective design 
teams were whittled to one in 
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THE NEW BROOKLYN 
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nomic Development Corpo- 
ration, which will negotiate a 
contractual agreement with 
the design team, according to 
a spokeswoman for the 
EDC, who said a master plan 
could be ready by August. 

When completed, the plan 
will extend to the area — 
bounded by Neptune Avenue 
to the north, the Atlantic 
Ocean to the south. Ocean 
Parkway to the east, and 
West 37th Street — the rede- 
velopment bug that’s already 
infected much of northern 
Brooklyn since last year. 

The EDC created the 13- 
member Coney Island De- 
velopment Corporation last 
September to shepherd a fi- 
nancial plan and design. 

“It definitely has to be a 
public-private endeavor,” said 
EDC spokeswoman Janel Pat- 
terson, who said the initial 
100-page proposals submit- 
ted by each group didn’t out- 
line specific plans.

Think 
about Venice.” 

But Brooklyn’s “Venice” 
has 27-story public housing 
buildings and more than 27 
acres of vacant property. 

Drawing from an existing 
plan by the Coney Island- 
based Astella Development 
Corporation, which focuses 
primarily on entertainment, 
Davis Brody & Bond is ex- 
pected to reveal a master 
plan that would swing wide- 
ly from residential and com- 
mercial development to 


amusement and transporta- 

Despite Borough Presi- 
dent Marty Markowitz’s 
public enthusiasm over a 
possible resurrection of the 
Parachute Jump as an 
amusement park ride, no 
specifics have surfaced as to 
how that 262-foot structure 
would be used in the plan. 
Standing dormant since 
1968, Markowitz sparked a 
$5 million restoration project 
for the city landmark, still 
Coney Island’s tallest struc- 

“My dream is to get that 
Parachute Jump up and 
working again,” Markowitz 
said at a press luncheon at 
Borough Hall on Wednes- 
day. “Sadly, for many years 
Coney Island had deteriorat- 
ed, but what’s happening 
now gives every indication 
that it’s coming back.”

'TGIF' TO 
REPLACE 
GAGE & 
TOLLNER

Say goodbye to rack of lamb and lobster New- 
burg, and say hello to “steak on a stick.” 

After 125 years of business in Downtown Brook- 
lyn, Gage & Tollner, one of the city’s oldest restau- 
rant’s and a Brooklyn icon, closed its revolving door 
for good on Valentine’s Day. And now, according to 
sources, the national restaurant chain T.G.I. Fridays, 
famed for its appetizers of potato skins and saucy 
chicken wings has its eye on the landmark location on 
the Fulton Mall at 372 Fulton St. 

Gage & Tollner was a throwback, decorated with 
such details as brass hooks above each table where 
gentlemen from a bygone era might have hung their 
top hats, as well as arched mirrors, red velvet fabric 
and gas-lit brass chandeliers. 

Restaurateurs Charles Gage and Eugene Tollner 
opened the eatery down the block, at 302 Fulton St., 
in 1879, and moved to the current location 13 years 

Since then, ownership has changed hands half a 
dozen times. 

Because the building has city landmark status for 
both its interior and exterior, any new business will be 
required to maintain the historic details. 

New building owner Joe Jemal, a principle of Man- 
hattan’s ISJ Realty, who closed on the four-story 
building just a few weeks ago, said he would be mak- 
ing an official announcement about the lease in the 

A spokesman for T.G.I. Friday’s did not return calls 
seeking comment. 

“The last thing anybody wanted was the place to 
gather cobwebs,” said Brooklyn Chamber of Com- 
merce President Kenneth Adams when asked about 
the chain moving into the landmark. 

“There are not a lot of restaurants that are not re- 
gional chains that can afford those rents,” Adams said, 
noting that space on Fulton Mall goes for upwards of 
$100 a square foot. 

With fewer customers visiting the upscale relic, the 
previous owner, Joe Chirico, who also own the Marco 
Polo restaurant on Court Street, said he could no 
longer keep the business going. 

The restaurant not being readily accessible to cars 
kept many tourists away from the otherwise deserted 
area at night, according to Adams, who said he hopes 
to see more nightlife along that part of Fulton Street. 

Asked how he felt about T.G.I. Friday’s replacing 
the beloved Gage & Tollner, Borough President Mar- 
ty Markowitz said simply, “It wasn’t so beloved. If it 
was beloved, it wouldn’t have had to close.” 

Markowitz added that Friday’s “would attract 
younger customers who would be more likely to walk 
to the restaurant,” noting the tough parking and traffic 
situations near Fulton Mall. 

T would hope any new user would understand the ar- 
chitecturally significant features and retain them,” said 
Simeon Bankoff, executive director of the Historic Dis- 
tricts Council, a non-profit preservation organization.

Sources: Warehouse fire 
that hurt 10 is 'suspicious'

A four-alarm warehouse fire in 
Vinegar Hill that raged for more 
than 12 hours and sent several 
area firefighters to the hospital 
may have been intentionally set, 
according to authorities. 

The Feb. 18 fire on Water Street 
between Bridge and Gold streets 
started at 3:30 am and burned until 
after 4 pm. The roaring blaze sent 10 
firefighters to the hospital with 
smoke inhalation and bum-related 
injuries and left a fire chief with 
bums to his head. 

Inspector Christopher Rising, com- 
manding officer of the 84th Police 


Precinct, told The Brooklyn Papers 
the fire was being investigated as “a 
suspicious fire,” and Fire Depart- 
ment sources also said the fire was 
being “looked at as suspicious.” 

Fire Department spokesman Da- 
vid Billig would only say that the 
fire is under investigation. 

The largely vacant warehouse at 
247 Water St in Vinegar Hill — just east 
of DUMBO and near the Manhattan 
Bridge and Brooklyn Navy Yard — 
was occupied by two commercial ten- 
ants at the time of the fire. No one 
was in the building during the fire. 

Joshua Gutman, who is among 
the largest property owners in 
DUMBO and Vinegar Hill, pur- 
chased 247 Water St. in 1995. 


In December, Gutman submitted 
an application to rezone the more 
than 100-year-old property, along 
with four neighboring sites, for resi- 
dential use. The building is zoned 
for manufacturing. 

The Land Use committee of 
Community Board 2 voted to deny 
the zoning change at its monthly 
meeting on Jan. 21, citing the need 
to maintain manufacturing in the 
area. Gutman withdrew the applica- 
tion on Feb. 10. 

Gutman spokeswoman Leah Hol- 
lender declined to comment on the 
fire or to identify the building’s ten- 

There are 40 open violations 
against 247 Water St. dating back to 


1981 and ranging from construction 
violations to zoning infractions to 
not filing annual elevator reports, 
said Department of Buildings 
spokeswoman Ilyse Fink. 

“We are anxious to learn the cause 
of the fire,” said Nancy Webster, 
president of the DUMBO Neighbor- 
hood Association. She said her or- 
ganization has reached out to both 
Councilman David Yassky and the 
84th Precinct to inquire about the in- 
vestigation into the fire. 

Gutman gained a degree of noto- 
riety in December 2000 when ten- 
ants of 247 and the adjoining 253 
Water St. were evicted in a city wide 
sweep of buildings with code viola-

BHA prez: City’s Downtown 
proposal just ‘half a plan’ 


Spitzer stumps 
at annual meet

More than 300 residents and 
civic and elected officials packed 
the Plymouth Church of the 
Pilgrims Thursday night for the 
annual Brooklyn Heights Asso- 
ciation meeting. 

Addressing the crowd where abo- 
litionist Henry Ward Beecher once 
preached, state Attorney General 
Eliot Spitzer, the keynote speaker, 
tackled issues ranging from states’ 
rights to gay marriage to predatory 
lending. 

But first, the Brooklyn Heights As- 
sociation (BHA) had a few battles of 
its own to address. 

With development projects spring- 
ing up across the borough, the associ- 
ation is now focusing its attention on 
two issues in particular — the pro- 
posed rezoning of Downtown Brook- 
lyn to allow office and residential

skyscrapers, and the future of Mon- 
tague Street, the Heights’ main com- 
mercial thoroughfare. 

Citing insufficient traffic mitiga- 
tion, inadequate mass transit, and the 
need for preservation, BHA President 
Nancy Bowe called on residents to 
urge their elected officials to amend 
the massive Downtown Brooklyn 


Plan currently under city land use re- 

Rep. Nydia Velasquez. Assembly- 
woman Joan Millman, Councilman 
David Yassky and Borough President 
Marty Markowitz all attended the 
meeting. 

“We support the revitalization of 
Downtown Brooklyn, but this is only 
half a plan,” Bowe said of the city’s 
effort to draw corporate office devel- 
opment to the neighboring down- 

The Downtown Brooklyn Plan, 
which officials said was created to 
keep corporations from seeking back- 
office space outside the city and state, 
would allow for the construction of at 
least 6.7 million square feet of office 
space, 1 million square feet of retail 
space, 1,000 units of housing and 1.5 
acres of open space. 

Bowe specifically chided the De- 
partment of City Planning, the plan’s 
sponsor, for including the Adams 
Street median in its calculation of 
“open space.” 

The BHA president also called for a 
residential permit parking pilot program 
in Brooklyn Heights, a crack down on 
official parking permit abuses in the 


neighborhood and in the downtown 
area, and renovation of the Cadman 
Plaza and Walt Whitman parks. 

“Let’s make sure Brooklyn gets its 
fair share,” Bowe said. 

Closer to home, Bowe outlined the 
association’s vision for Montague 
Street. 

Over the past decade, more retail 
and restaurant chains and drugstores 
have snatched up spots along the his- 
toric thoroughfare that runs from 
Court Street to the promenade. 

While Brooklyn Heights is largely 
inhabited by high-income profession- 
als, Montague Street businesses cater 
predominantly to the lunchtime traffic 
from the downtown courts and offices 
in order to meet their high rents. 

The association is looking for a 
better balance. 

Public Broadcasting System per- 
sonality Tom Stewart presented the 
association’s four annual awards for 
extraordinary community service. 

This year, the Brooklyn Historical 
Society took top honors for renova- 
tion of its historic building at Pierre- 
pont and Clinton streets and expan- 
sion of its public outreach. 

The Packer Collegiate Institute 


was honored for its restoration and 
reuse of St. Ann’s Church. St. Francis 
College was honored for its dedica- 
tion to free special events open to the 
public, and the St. Charles Jubilee 
Center took honors for its work with 
senior citizens. 

Taking the microphone, Spitzer, 
who is a likely Democratic gubernato- 
rial candidate in 2006, noted Plymouth 
Church’s historic importance as a stop 
on the Underground Railroad. 

The 44-year-old Harvard Law 
School graduate then launched into a 
30-minute talk on the new federalism 
and states’ rights, outlining what he 
called a Republican push, dating back 
to Resident Ronald Reagan, to trans- 
fer decision-making authority from 
federal to state governments. 

Spitzer also outlined his office’s 
major accomplishments during his 
five-year tenure, including a crack- 
down on predatory lending. 

Asked about gay marriage, Spitzer 
said he stood behind it. 

“The president’s effort to have the 
Constitution amended to prohibit gay 
marriage is very, very unfortunate and 
wrongheaded,” Spitzer said to a loud 
round of applause.

Tyson cops plea 
over hotel fight

Ex-heavyweight champion Mike Tyson 
avoided a return to jail Thursday by 
pleading guilty to disorderly conduct over 
an early morning brawl with two men 
outside the Downtown Brooklyn Marriott 
Hotel last year. 

“We are extremely pleased that the DA’s of- 
fice and Mike Tyson have agreed on a fair and 
equitable resolution of this matter,” said Tyson’s 
attorney, Mel Sachs. 

The agreement followed hours of negotia- 
tions between Sachs and the district attorney’s 
office. Tyson, who was at the Brooklyn court- 
house during the talks, appeared calm and re- 
laxed as he flipped through a catalogue of box- 
ing memorabilia or read a newspaper. 

Under the agreement, Tyson will perform 
100 hours of community service, “lecturing, 
teaching and instructing children on boxing,” 
Sachs said. Once that is completed, other 
charges against Tyson will be dropped. 

Tyson, who was initially charged with as- 
sault, harassment and disorderly conduct, had 
faced up to a year in jail if convicted. 

Tyson, 37, was arrested after a 5:30 am brawl 
with Samuel Velez and Nestor Alvarez-Ramos, 
who allegedly threatened him last June outside the 
New York Marriott Brooklyn on Adams Street 
while the boxer awaited a ride to the airport. 

The two men warned Tyson that they were 
armed, according to lawyers on both sides of 
the case, with one telling Tyson, “You’ve got 
fists, we’ve got guns.” 

Tyson’s fists were enough against the pair, who

Tyson chased one of the men around the hotel 
check-in desk and landed additional blows. 

The case was the latest legal travail for 
Tyson, who was locked up in 1992 for raping a 
Miss Black America contestant and again in 
1999 for assaulting two Maryland motorists. 
His first arrest, for purse snatching, came when 
he was 12. 

The Brooklyn native’s bizarre resume also 
includes gnawing on the ear of boxer Evander 
Holyfield during a bout and biting the leg of 


Tyson hasn’t fought in a year, since knocking 
out Clifford Etienne in 49 seconds. 

In December, a Brooklyn judge rejected 
Tyson’s bid to have the case thrown out and or- 
dered him to go on trial. Attorneys for Tyson 
had argued that he was acting in self-defense 
when he battered the pair. 

Velez and Alvarez-Ramos are awaiting trial 
on charges of menacing Tyson before the fight- 
ing began.

CITY'S TRAFFIC MEETING 
BRINGS 'BIG YELLOW TAXI'

A public hearing on the 
rezoning of Downtown Brook- 
lyn turned into a sing-along at 
Borough Hall this week as a 
Prospect Heights resident 
strapped on a guitar and headed 
to the microphone to croon her 
displeasure about the looming 
changes. 

Turning to ’70s songbird Joni 
Mitchell, musician Carolynn 

Schwartz belted out “Big Yellow 
Taxi” — whose chorus includes the 
lyrics “They paved paradise, put up 
a parking lot” — while many of the 
100 other attendees clapped, and 
chimed in at the chorus. 

“Don’t take my home,” Schwartz 
pleaded at the end of the song. 

Schwartz, a professional musi- 
cian, is just one of several hundred 


people whose homes will be con- 
demned if developer Bruce Ratner 
is successful in his bid to construct 
a 24-acre residential and commer- 
cial project centered around a pro- 
fessional basketball arena at the in- 
tersection of Atlantic and Flatbush 
avenues. 

Monday’s meeting, however, 
was about the less publicized 
Downtown Brooklyn Plan, a com- 
plex rezoning of 60 blocks to make 
way for office and residential tow- 
ers and turn downtown into a 
bushing, 24-7 hub. 

That plan is currently making its 
way through the city’s seven-month 
land use review process. Along 
with the plan, the city has drafted a 
700-plus page environmental im- 
pact statement. 

But that was drafted before Rat- 
ner announced his $300 million 
deal to purchase the New Jersey 
Nets and bring them to Brooklyn. 


Now the city is drafting a supple- 
mental environmental impact state- 
ment (SEIS), the scope of which 
was the topic of discussion at Mon- 
day’s meeting. 

“The purpose of this SEIS is to 
incorporate the overall arena proj- 
ect,” Hardy Adasko, chairman of 
the city Economic Development 
Corporation, said at the meeting. 
“When I refer to the arena through- 
out this, I’m referring to the arena 
plus the commercial development, 
plus the housing development, plus 
the open space, plus the street 
changes.” 

The arena project, if it proceeds, 
would have to go through its own 
environmental review process al- 
though not the city’s more strenu- 
ous Uniform Land Use Review 
Procedure (ULURP). 

The widening of Flatbush Av- 
enue between Atlantic Avenue and 
Dean Street to make way for arena 


traffic concerned many of the 
speakers Monday night. 

As part of the plan, Flatbush Av- 
enue would be widened by 10 feet 
along that two-block stretch. 

The avenue widening is indicat- 
ed only in tiny print on just one ren- 
dering in the arena proposal and not 
mentioned in the text of the plans. 

Responding to numerous e-mails 
and faxes that circulated before the 
meeting — which labeled the street 
widening as the major topic of dis- 
cussion for Monday’s meeting — 
Adasko pointed out that it was just 
one component of the arena project 
and not a proposal put forth by the 

While most speakers used the 
meeting as an opportunity to blast 
the arena proposal, a few also raised 
specific traffic and transportation 
concerns they would like to see ad- 
dressed in the environmental re- 


“Why shouldn’t Brooklyn get the 
same as Manhattan?” asked traffic 
engineer Brian Ketcham, executive 
director of Community Consulting 
Services. 

“The proposed development, the 
real development, is four times the 
size of the World Trade Center, the 
same size as the Hudson Yards,” 
Ketcham said, referring to the city’s 
plan to build a massive New York 
Jets football stadium over rail yards 
on Manhattan’s West Side. 

“Why does Manhattan get bil- 
lions of dollars of new infrastruc- 
ture and Brooklyn gets a parking 
garage, and, maybe, a new stairway 
to its subway?” Ketcham asked. 

The traffic engineer is calling on 
the city to review the traffic and 
transportation impacts of the Down- 
town Plan in conjunction with the 
numerous other developments go- 
ing on in or proposed for the area 
including the arena plan. 


Responding to the loss of 21,000 
city jobs to New Jersey in the 
1990s, the Bloomberg administra- 
tion previewed the Downtown 
Brooklyn Plan last April. 

The mayor pledged to fund $100 
million in infrastructure improve- 
ments and construction over the 
next 10 years, but the project would 
still be largely dependent on market 
conditions and the ability to lure 
business and developers. 

As part of the Downtown Brook- 
lyn Plan, the government would con- 
demn seven acres of private land in- 
cluding 130 residential units, 100 
businesses and the 57-year old Insti- 
tute of Design and Construction. 

Sue Wolfe, a real estate broker 
and president of the Boerum Hill 
Association, questioned the city’s 
ability to woo corporate tenants to 
Brooklyn and asked planners to go 
back to the drawing boards. 

Proponents of the plan, including 


Darnell Canada, president of 
Brooklyn United for Innovative De- 
velopment (BUILD), urged the city 
to create jobs for local residents. 

Ratner’s plan for the Atlantic 
Yards, which dovetails with the 
Downtown Plan to the south, is de- 
pendent on the state’s condemna- 
tion of more than three square 
blocks of privately owned land, a 
portion of which would be used to 
build the arena. 

The Atlantic Yards and Down- 
town plans overlap at the intersec- 
tion of Flatbush and Atlantic av-

City commits Bridge Park funds

Brooklyn Bridge Park, the 70- 
acre commercial and recreational 
development along the Brooklyn 
Heights and DUMBO waterfront, 
moved one step closer to reality 
this week when the city reached an 
agreement to turn over $65 million 
for design and construction costs. 

“This is huge,” said Sharon Soons, a 
spokeswoman for the Brooklyn Bridge 
Park Coalition, an independent non- 
profit group of 60 organizations that 


has been involved with the project’s 
planning for almost 15 years. 

The difference between the city’s 
years-old pledge of the money and what 
was announced this week is that the city 
has now signed an agreement that enables 
the money to flow from the city budget to 
Brooklyn Bridge Park, said Economic 
Development Corporation spokeswoman 
Janel Patterson. Construction is slated for 
completion within a decade. 

In December, the Port Authority of 
New York and New Jersey announced an 
agreement to kick in $85 million in con- 
struction costs and agreed to turn over 
piers 1, 2, 3 and 5, between Old Fulton 


Street and Atlantic Avenue once an envi- 
ronmental impact statement is completed. 

The 1. 3-mile development, stretching 
from Jay Street near the Manhattan 
Bridge to Adantic Avenue, is part of a far- 
reaching plan to transform a stretch of the 
formerly industrial and maritime Brook- 
lyn waterfront. In September, a small seg- 
ment of the park opened in DUMBO. 

Operation and maintenance costs of 
the project’s park component will be 
funded in part by revenue generated 
from commercial properties associated 
with the project. 

Developer Shaya Boymelgreen will be 
converting the vacant Empire Stores, a 


row of Civil War-era brick warehouses 
fronting Empire-Fulton Ferry park and 
Water Street between Main and Dock 
streets, into a Chelsea Market-like com- 
mercial complex. 

Designed for general storage and 
distribution of spices, tobacco and cof- 
fee arriving from around the world, the 
complex is slated to house a mix of gal- 
leries and stores. 

‘The public good that Brooklyn Bridge 
Park provides and has potential to provide 
is worth every penny of the city’s sup- 
port,” said Evan Thies, a spokesman for 
City Councilman David Yassky, whose 
district includes a portion of the site.

Marty claims half 
of Ratner houses 
will be ‘moderate’

How many people will be able to 
afford the soaring Frank Gehry-designed 
apartment buildings proposed for 
Prospect Heights as part of developer 
Bruce Ratner’s Atlantic Yards plan? 

Maybe more than people think, according to 
the plan’s biggest political supporter, Borough 
President Marty Markowitz. 

At a Borough Hall luncheon with reporters 
Wednesday, Markowitz said Ratner has 
pledged to him that half of the 4,500 planned 
units would be for “middle to moderate” in- 
come tenants. 

While “moderate income” for a family in 
New York City is defined as $50,240 to 
$62,800 a year, a spokesman for Markowitz 
later said the borough president had not been 
using the technical definition. 

“What Marty defines as affordable is what 
firefighters, teachers, nurses, police officers, 
construction workers, reporters — a place they 
can afford,” Markowitz spokeswoman Sharon 
Toomer said after the announcement. 

Despite Markowitz’s announcement, Ratner 
has remained mum on just how much of the 
residential component would be affordable, 
market rate or luxury housing. 

Asked about Markowitz’s remarks, Ratner 


spokesman Joe Deplasco declined to comment 
on specific percentages but said the developer 
was “completely committed to maximizing the 
number of affordable- and moderate-income 

The $2.5 billion Atlantic Yards development 
is proposed for a 24-acre site stretching from the 
intersecuon of Atlantic and Flatbush Avenues 
over to Vanderbilt Avenue in Prospect Heights. 

The plan also includes a 19,000-seat profes- 
sional basketball arena — to accommodate 
Ratner’s planned move of his New Jersey 
Nets to Brooklyn — flanked by soaring office 
towers and 13 residential towers, some reach- 
ing 450 feet. 

Ratner purchased the Nets last month for 
$300 million. 

“We are concerned about creating as much 
affordability as possible for a whole range of 
incomes including low and very low,” said 
Steve Aronson, executive director of the Pratt 
Area Community Council, a housing and eco- 


As part of the plan, roughly 70 homes 
would need to be condemned, displacing hun- 
dreds residents. 

Markowitz began his career in public serv- 
ice as a tenants rights activist. 

“I don’t want to create housing just for peo- 
ple out of Brooklyn to move to Brooklyn,” 
Markowtiz said this week.

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Families of Slope ‘Angels’ to 
sue city and trucking firm

The families of two fifth- 
graders killed while cross- 
ing a heavily trafficked 
Park Slope intersection will 
sue the city and the driver 
of the truck that hit them for 
damages totaling $180 mil- 
lion, a lawyer handling the 
case said this week. 

The PS 124 students, Juan 
Estrada, 10, and Victor Flores, 
11, were hit by the landscaping 
truck on Feb. 9. The pals, both 
known as “Angel” to their fam- 
ilies and friends, were less than 
a block from their homes on 
opposite sides of Ninth Street 
when the 10- wheeler pulled 
them under its wheels while 
turning right onto Third Av- 
enue. Both the driver and the 
two boys had the green light. 

The driver, who could not 
see Estrada and Flores as they 
entered the intersection, was 
not charged with any crime in 
the tragic accident. 

But relatives of the two vic- 
tims. their friends and activists 
in the neighborhood have called 
on the city to take measures to 
tame the dangerous intersection, 
which the Department of Trans- 
portation identified as a danger 
last summer. 

“The city has to understand 
that this isn’t your ordinary trip- 
and-fall case,” said Eric Lam- 
onsoff, the Long Island-based 
attorney representing both fam- 
ilies. “This rises to a different 
level because for very tittle 
money they could have reme- 
died the problems on that cor- 
ner and saved two kids’ lives. 
With that in mind, these num- 
bers are paltry.” 

The Estrada and Flores fam- 
ilies are seeking $45 million 
each in damages from the city, 
according to notices of claims 
received by the city comptrol- 
ler’s office Wednesday. 

Victoria Hernandez and 
Gabriela Cortes are named as 
co-administrators in one claim 
for Victor. Juan’s parents, 
Emma Ortega and Juan Estra- 
da, are listed in another, in ad- 
dition to Santiago Tapia, a 
family friend, who is also 
named as a co-administrator of

the boy’s estate. 

As of Thursday, the papers 
had not yet been received by 
the city Law Department, 
which handle all legal matters 
for the city. 

“The city does not have the 
legal papers, yet it certainly 
was a tragic case and we’ll be 
looking at papers as soon as 
we receive them,” said Law 
Department spokeswoman 
Kate Ahlers.

Olson was traveling on des- 
ignated truck routes when he 
fatally struck the two boys. 
The company for which he 
drives received a pair of sum- 
monses because the vehicle 
was overweight and one each 
for faulty windshield wipers 
and bald tires.

A point of contention in the 
suits against the city will be 
whether the accident could have 
been prevented by installing 
safety measures that were rec- 
ommended in a study commis- 
sioned by the city Transporta- 
tion Department a year ago but 
were never implemented. 


Without referring to it by 
name the claim mentions the 
traffic-calming study, which la- 
beled the intersection of Third 
Avenue and Ninth Street as 


“[The accident] happened by 
reason of the negligence and 
carelessness of the city of New 
York ... in failing to maintain 
the intersecting roadways and 
highways at the location so that 


they were reasonably safe for 
persons using them [and] deter- 
mining that the location require 
[sic] redesign but in failing to 
conduct the changes.” reads the 
notice against the city. 

The DOT-commissioned 
traffic-calming study recom- 
mended last June that extended 
sidewalks, or neck-downs, be 
placed on the now deadly inter- 
section in tandem with delayed 
traffic signals. Those changes 
were never made and at a pub- 
lic hearing at Borough Hall last 
year, DOT officials said most 
would be put on hold until 
2009 because of the city’s 
budget crisis. 

Earlier this month, a DOT 
spokesman said in a prepared 
statement that many of the rec- 
ommendations had been stud- 
ied but could not have been in- 
stalled within such a short 
timeframe. 

“While this report is not offi- 
cially final, we chose not to 
wait, and have already imple- 
mented dozens of the recom- 
mendations, and we are work- 
ing on other initiatives identified 
in the study,” DOT spokesman 
Tom Cocola said in the Feb. 12 


statement. “But many of these 
suggestions, such as neck- 
downs, require extensive geo- 
metric engineering review and 
then substantial capital work — 
and it would be disingenuous 
for anyone to suggest that this 
work could have been done al- 

“However, we told our engi- 
neers to immediately review 
the Ninth Street corridor and 
the Third Avenue corridor,” he 
added. 

As Lamonsoff and his assis- 
tants began to review the 130- 
page, $1.2 million study this 
week, transportation and police 
officials announced a pair of 
safety measures to be imple- 
mented near the intersection. 

A police source said on 
Thursday that the 78th Precinct 
would be adding a crossing 
guard on Third Avenue at Ninth 
Street in March. 

And Transportation Depart- 
ment officials on Wednesday 
announced a far-reaching plan 
to tackle problems on danger- 
ous intersections near 156 
schools across the city.

clays and soothing botanicals. which Sanchez 
slathered on my feet and calves, then wrapped 
in plastic and swathed in heated, moist towels.

“People come in here expecting the usual 
pedicure, and it’s not,” said Fonrose. “They’re 
so relaxed, I come right over to help them step 
down.” While my polish dried, Sanchez sur- 
prised me with a neck and shoulder massage 
that I didn’t even know I needed. 

And this is just one Nu Yu option. Fonrose 
said she had a hit on her hands with the all-nat- 
ural, homemade chocolate scmb her staff used 
for Valentine’s Day-themed treatments and 
she’ll likely bring that back for a permanent 
spot on her treatment menu. 

Fonrose, 37, and her partner Jacqueline Pe- 
ters, 34, became friends while toiling for seven 
years at Goldman Sachs, but Fonrose said that 
after Sept. 11, 2001, the women decided to 
leave the corporate arena and spend the rest of 
their careers following their passion — beauti- 
fying and pampering their neighbors. 

Fonrose says she’s careful to stock qualify 
products and eschews smelly, aerosol quick-dry 
sprays or acrylic nails in favor of natural prod- 
ucts like almond oil or scent-less silk wraps. 

The duo began by studying to be nail techni- 
cians, and then their dream quickly blossomed 
into a desire to offer an array of spa services 
from a long list of facials to massages, includ- 
ing those for mommies-to-be. (Body treat- 
ments, which don’t require a shower, will be 
added to the menu soon by aesthetician Soraia 
Barbosa.)

During the 
exfoliation, Mariola even employed 
heated, flat stones to melt the aches 
from my shoulders and to massage the 
grains across my face. 

The experience was so relaxing, even 
the extractions weren’t memorable.

While the mask worked its magic, 
Mariola pulled the paraffin off my 
hands, massaged 
them and into my 
arms and then stroked 
them with heated, 
moist towels before 
tucking the now-limp 
noodles back under 
the blanket. 

After the mask was 
removed, my skin 
immediately looked 
dewy, the bags under 
my eyes were diminished, and perhaps 
equally important, my mood was im- 
proved. 

While I waited for my next treat- 
ment, I was ushered into a plush relax- 
ation room and offered a champagne 
flute full of mimosa. I noticed my 
hands on the stem of the glass.

• Go to the bathroom before your service.

• Always share any medical problems or special considerations 
you have with the therapist or aesthetician — especially if you have 
allergies or sensitive skin. Also let them know if you prefer a deep 
tissue massage or lighter touch. 

• Expect to tip 15 to 20 percent on all services, and to pay the tip in 
cash. Many spas won’t add the tip to your charge receipt, but use 
small envelopes for gratuities. 

• Occasionally, service offers are made to you in the midst of the 
treatment. Before you agree, ask if an additional fee will be chaiged.

F or a luxurious spa experi- 
ence follow the gilded rail- 
ings to the entrance of Fort 
Greene’s Cynergy Spa. This lit- 
tle sister of Harlem’s Cynergy 
Spa was opened in 2003, but 
there’s nothing small or 
diminutive about the Brooklyn 
location. 

Owner Cynthia Grace says 
customers from as close as 
downtown Manhattan and 
from as far as Long Island are 
making pilgrimages to Cyner- 
gy- 

“Fort Greene is an artistic 
sort of place, it has a little bit of 
a bohemian feel,” said Grace. 
“Practitioners in the communi- 
ty work here, too, and they 
bring an earthy, spiritual sort of 
feel. They have great hands and 
great energy. 

“Our staff is multicultural: 
European, Asian, Latino, 
African-American, South 
American — it’s like a little 
United Nations.” 

In April, Tendrils Hair Spa, 
which owner Diane Bailey 
bills as a “wellness salon for 
hair,” will open in Cynergy’s 
basement. Bailey’s hair salon 
burned down last year after 16 
years on Vanderbilt Avenue 
between Myrtle and Wil- 
loughby. She brings 30 years 
of experience toiling over the 
heads of Brooklynites to this 
hair spa, where, in addition to 
manipulating hair through 
twisting, natural cuts and 
braiding, she said she’ll be 
“focusing on treatments — 
scalp treatmen h 

py, a lot of steam treatments, 
shampoo massaging and 
herbal treatments.” 

But don't look to Bailey’s 
hair spa for chemical treat- 


ments — it’s all-natural. Ten- 
drils will use products by Car- 
ol’s Daughter, Afro Diva Col- 
lection and Eternal Bliss, a line 
by Bedford-Stuyvesant resident 
Eddie Simpson. 

“Cynthia and I are provid- 
ing very similar services for 
the same per- 


floors of spacious treatment 
rooms — some large enough to 
accommodate couples or 
friends for side-by-side servic- 
es; a Jacuzzi; a sauna; and a 
large, elegant second-floor 
lounge with cafe tables and 
chairs, animal print decorative 
accents and branches for cur- 


outside, inside,” Grace ex- 
plained of her efforts to bring 
nature’s elegance to her urban 
oasis. She has even managed to 
capture sunshine (with a sky- 
light), and that other precious 
commodity, 
square footage. 

“I wanted to 
keep the rooms 
as large as I 
could. [City 
dwellers] have 
gotten so used 
to cramped, 
small spaces,” 

she explained. 

Queens artist Ingrid Van 
Shipley created a mural along- 
side the staircase and left other 
evidence of her Midas touch 
throughout.

“We know a lot about skin- 
care for African-Americans; 
they have unique needs,” said 
Grace. “There aren’t a lot of 
folks in the field with that fo- 
cus. But we provide services 
for everyone’s needs.” 
Cynergy’s menu offers fa- 
cials, microdermabrasion, mas- 
sages, manicures, pedicures, 
body treatments and waxing. 
i And Grace says she’s pretty 
| handy with the makeup brush- 
^ es, too, for women who’d like a 
| dramatic transformation for that 
E. big night out. 

| Nature’s bounty is also em- 
“ ployed in Cynergy’s treatments. 
“ “We hand-make our scrubs 
using avocado, honey and 
mango, a lot of fresh fruits, es- 
pecially in the summer,” said 
Grace. “I love avocado. We 
use it in a mask and body 
scrub. It’s delicious, moisturiz- 
ing, conditioning and it smells 
great. The scrubs are made per 
use. We tailor what we do to 
what the clients like and 

But Cynergy doesn’t stop at 
the shoreline in its search for 
healing treatments. 

They use a packetful of 
France’s sea salt for a “sea 
bath,” and, said Grace, “I have 
the best seaweed you can get 
from Phytomer, which means 
"plant of the sea.’ It produces 
very intense treatments and the

But the rewards are more 
than skin deep, says this clinical 
psychologist, “You go in, in a 
funky mood and you come out, 
feeling much better.”

three “quiet areas” inter- 
spersed between the treatment 
rooms where visitors are en- 
couraged to relax and reflect 
on their pedicure or massage. 

“Give it to me straight,” I 
tell Mami as I climb onto the 
Javanese table with candlelight 
flickering behind me. 

The last time I had a facial, a 
Russian aesthetician in southern 
Brooklyn with little patience for 
flattery took one look at my 
(overworked and underpaid, 
thank you very much) skin and 
almost plotzed. 

“It is severely dehydrated 
and clogged,” she informed me. 

But this time around, after a 
year of compulsive moisturiz- 
ing, Mami says my skin is “irri- 
tated” and congested. I consid- 
ered this a major improvement. 

D’mai is one of the few 
spas in New York City — and 
the only one in Brooklyn — to 
use products by Hollywood 
skin guru Sonya Dakar, who 


has treated the pretty little 
faces of Drew Barrymore, 
Cameron Diaz and Gwyneth 
Paltrow. 

Of course, one look at the 
prices of the products and you, 
too, might wish you had the 
bank account of a Hollywood 

After the skin analysis, 
Mami begins the “Essential 
Facial” ($80) with a Soya 
Wash — a soap, detergent and 
fragrance-free, soy-based fa- 
cial cleanser. And then she 
leads slowly up to the dreaded 
moment. 

“If it doesn’t hurt, she’s just 
playing,” Mami says about 
aestheticians. Mami is certain- 
ly not playing around as she 
extracts oil and dirt from my 
congested pores. 

With that much-needed un- 
pleasantry out of the way, we 
proceed through the blissful 
hour of sprays, creams, wash- 
es, masks and mists. 

Mami fields my battery of 
questions about each product 
like a pro and takes time to 
massage my shoulders, neck 
and feet during the two, yes 
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Spree for all

“You can taste it if you 
want,” Mami says as she

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City abuzz as 'Christ' opened Wednesday

In a city known for its 
opinions, New Yorkers did 
not let the opening of the 
film “The Passion of the 
Christ” go unnoticed Wed- 
nesday, with demonstra- 
tions both supporting and 
denouncing the movie all 

In a New York tradition, 
when controversy swirls into the 
city, New Yorkers roll out the 
soapboxes. From the Anti- 
Defamation League to People 
for the Ethical Treatment of Ani- 
mals, everybody had an opinion 
about Mel Gibson's film depict- 
ing the last hours of Jesus’ life. 

Curtis Sliwa, founder of the 
Guardian Angels, joined the 
New York Board of Rabbis 
and the Catholic League for 


Religious and Civil Rights out- 
side an East Side screening to 
express his concern. 

“I can see how enemies of 
Jews, especially in other cul- 
tures and countries, could seize 
on this to support their anti- 
Semitism,” Shwa said. “A 
Christian watching this is con- 
fronted with a dilemma. You 
see pain and suffering — with- 
out anger or retaliation.” 

“In the end, the message is 
— forgive them Lord, for they 
know not what they do. That’s 
the hard part.” 

The Rev. Philip Eichner, 
chairman of the League’s 
board of directors, called the 
film “a powerful rendition of 
the last 12 hours of Christ.” 

“I don’t believe it’s anti-Se- 
mitic,” he said. “And it wasn’t 
Jews who killed Jesus, the reli- 
gious authorities did because 


Jesus challenged them.” 

The Anti-Defamation League, 
which spoke out early on with 
concerns about the film, said 
they felt the film’s commercial 
version still retained the message 
that Jews were to blame for the 
death of Jesus Christ. 

“The bad news is that the 
film continues to be shown 
with its unambiguous message 
blaming the Jews,” said ADL 
National Director Abraham 
Foxman. “He made a choice 
and that was to blame the 

Foxman said he was particu- 
larly worried about the film’s re- 
lease in other countries with 
Jewish populations, where there 
has been less pre-film debate 
about what the movie says. 

“We know the power of im- 
ages, and we know the power 
of a star with a reputation 


around the world, and this con- 
cerns us,” he said. 

Even PETA sounded in, but 
actually in support of the film 
which they said underscored 
the brutality of violence, 
whether directed at humans or 
animals. 

“It points out our belief in 
the unacceptability of violence 
and how animals suffer the 
same pain humans do,” said 
Corinne Ferraro, 29, of Hobo- 
ken, N.J., as she handed out 
pamphlets on Christianity and 
vegetarianism outside a theater 
near Union Square. 

For the members of the New 
Black Panther Party who gath- 
ered outside a West Side theater, 
the film’s problems were obvi- 
ous: Jesus wasn’t white. 

“We call this the greatest 
story never told,” said Divine 
Allah, a youth minister in the

tions. The buildings, zoned for manufacturing, had been ille- 
gally converted to loft apartments and many were deemed to 
be unsafe and in violation of fire codes when the tenants were 
locked out. A month before the evictions, Gutman had applied 
for a change of zoning to residential use. 

Then-Councilman Ken Fisher advocated on behalf of the 
tenants and Gutman resolved the violations, allowing them to 
return to their apartments two months later. Gutman eventual- 
ly arranged to buy out the tenants. 

In 1982, when 247 Water St. was used as a warehouse for 
spices and grains, the budding was quarantined, sealed under 
giant tarpaulins and fumigated when an infestation of khapra 
beetles was discovered. 

“It looks like a very sad building from here with all the win- 
dows busted,” said Monique Denoncin, a former president of 
the Vinegar Hill Neighborhood Association, who has lived in the 
neighborhood for 22 years. “It’s another piece of property that 
the neighborhood is losing.” 

Gutman also owns a vacant lot on the comer of Bridge and 
Front streets that is adjacent to the scene of the fire.

While Bankoff opted to reserve judgement until viewing 
an official plan, he said that many chain stores, including Ba- 
nana Republic and the Gap, had been “very sympathetic” to 
historic buildings.
